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A PRACTICAL TANK HOUSE.
Th« Protection of the Drinking Water

for the Stock in Summer
and Winter.

Some färmere strive to have .ae beet
of everything. We all could If we but
tb'jk so and put enough of the right
kind of effort Into our work. There la
a whole lot in having a strong, healthy
determination not to give up until our
purpose is ar.-omplished. We frequent-
'Jy observe farmers who are getting a
«rood start, and evidently making good
headway, who all at once become dis¬
couraged and give up and are ready
to try some·hing else, thinking tney
can do better. Those who do not con¬
sider life more serious than this never
accomplish any great purpose, simply
because they relinquish their hold be¬
fore the hardest battle Is won. It has
always been our experience In farm

that if things were worth doing
At all they were well worth a
hard effort, for generally it Is the best
that comes tne hardest.
The same law that applies elsewhere

Is equally as true In the Installation
of a water ayttern for the convenient
handling of water, both for human and
live stock needs on the farm. Occa-
atonali)* a farmer Is observed who ha»
laid the piping and gotten things in
readiness to have things convenient
for supplying water to his farm s

and yet he has located a tank out in
the open ao that It would freeze during
the cold weather and cause consider-]able trouble This same tank during
the summer without protection fro.?
the hot sun supplie» drinking ¦
the stock In the most unacceptable
condition on -account of being con¬
stantly exposed to high temperature.
Water supplied to stock in this form
Is very injurious and unquestionably
the Immediate cause of considérenla!
sickness ? tank exposed In this way
la not only affected by the high and
low temperature, but worse still to the
'arge amount of filth always more or
tea» abunnant about many barns.
There arc several different styles ol

tank shelters in use here and there on
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farm·, all posssslng good qualities and
serving the purpose admirably. We
have two different designs in use at
"Forest Grove" farm, says a corre¬
spondent of the Mlcuigan Farmer,
which serve a good purpose. The
photograph here ahows a design for
tank shelter having; some excellent
qualities and those who have never
used a shelter and contemplate build¬
ing one will profit by giving this
structure careful study before building.

Before fettling upon any dealgn of
tank shelter It is very Important to
fully consider the requirements of a
building of this nature. It must, of
course, cover and protect the tank
during all seasons of the year. It
must be a building in which it Is pos
sibie to maintain a temperature above
freezing in winter. Then. too. the re¬
verse ia equally a» important during
the summer. Stock of all kinds relish
oool drinking water during the hot
aummer months. It Is nearly Impos-
aible to make a shelter sufficiently
tight to keep water from freezing in
the coldest of winter weather without
artificial heat in some form or other.
If s tank heater must be employed foi
tbe purpose of maintaining an even
temperature, then it is essential in de
algnlng a tank shelter that It be ar¬
ranged for convenient heating. The
tank must be occasionally cleaned. If
the shelter Is Inconvenient for accom¬
plishing this work It will be slighted
thus causing an accumulation of filth
In the bottom so undesirable In watei
for stock purposes. There are many
eaaentlal points in the construction ol
a tank shelter which should be care¬
fully considered before deciding upon
the style.
The tank house 1· 6x9 feet at th«

base. The whole structura rest« upor
a concrete wail five inches high and
six Inches wide. The frame is mad«
of 2x4 stuff. Tte siding Is matched
pine. From the base to tbe plate It
two feet. The first aet of rafters an
gre feet long and the shorter two feel
two laches. The roof In front wber«
tbe door to tank Is shown Is made ol
matched material and is well painted.
The remaining part of roof Is shingled.
.At the end ia a door by which one ma>
enter tbe shelter to attend to the tana
healer. This Is very convenient and
}a streng polst In favor of this design
pnf tank shelter Arrangement haa alai
been made for beating, by running ß
erre-Iach tile pipe through the roof.

VWhere the pipe enters the roof tin ba»
been well fixed to retard leakage. Th«
'tank proper Is two feet wide and sevet
.feet long, sitting within five Inches of
¡the doors where the stock approachÍThls gives plenty of room Inside tc
(attend the heater.

Successful Method of sn Expert Stock¬

man of Pennsylvania.A Novel
Opersting Case.

As a swine breeder Mr. Critchfleld.
«ecretary of the Pennsylvania board
of agriculture, has become peculiarly
famous for his skill In altering the
boars upon his farm, and his method
ef castrating old boars that have
served their usefulness and are no
longer desired aa sires is one that
may be found of value to other breed¬
ers of swine.

Early In his experience In ibis
work Mr. CritchnVli had occasion to
discover the5 danger from an old boar
with large tusks aattOM ho were se¬
cured, and to do this he devised the
simple "ií'anie shown herewith. This
frame Is compose«! of un oak plank

the statement that Mr. Critchfleld never
has lost an animal, ram. bull or boar, ss
a result of castration, during his long
csreer as a stockman, and he attributes
his uniform success to the fact of his
care In using antiseptics Before en¬
tering upon an operation he sterilizes
the knife end thoroughly washes the
animals parts and his own hands with
a flve per cent.solution of creolln. After
the operation the wounded parta are
thoroughly disinfected with a fresh
wash of the same solution.

KEEP THE HOCS CLEAN.

Th· Mud-Hole Must Be Cut Out If
the Animals Axe to Be Per¬

fectly Healthy.
A hog should have no mud-hole to go

Into, and stock raisers should have a
¡a-v unto themselves to that effect.
There originates the hog cholera, which
spreads to clean hogs as well aa those
which are neglected. Where bogs are
grazing on alfalfa or on other pasture,
ibey should have besides a drinking
trough, another box or trough, eay two
feet wide snd eight feet long and six
Inches high, to wash In and keep cool.
A pipe should lesd tbe overflow out of
the field where the bogs pasture. I have
been in the butchering business for over
20 years in California, says a corre¬
spondent of tbe Farm and Home, having
always kept hogs at the slaughter¬
house, and I do ?»<? nsniembar that I
ever lost a single hog.

I do not think that alfalfa can take
the place of grain for fattening. It is
good for stock hogs, but in my opinion
It Is too soft for good pork. I prefer
cooking or steaming the feed for pen
hogs. I do not crush the barley or
wheat but cook It with leavings of car¬
rots or beets, and when it is well cooked
they get ail the nutriment there lr In it.
I prefer wheat to any other grain for fat¬
tening, aa the hogs like it better than
barley and they put on fat quicker.

Of course, the Chinese bad breech
loading guns before anyone else. They
always have something before anyon«
else, and then forget about It till they
axe reminded by a modern Inventijn
They are using wheelbarrows to-day
Instead of automobiles, but the chance·
ere that they will dig around in the
records of the Ming dynasty pretty
soon and prove that Confucius rode
around In a lour-cylindered car. while
the resident» of Paris were still wear¬
ing breech clouts. However, that ia be¬
eide tbe mark.
There were breech-loading canno·

u»ed In the conquest of Mexico by Cor
tez, »nd the proof of the fact ia in th«
museum at the navy yard, where ther«
Is one of these strange old guns which
was captured by our troops when they
took the City of Mexico, says th«
Washington Star.
The gun is not quite four feet long

and has a three-inch bore. It la mad«
of bronze and has the arms of speis
cast between the trunnions, or rathei
where the trunnions ought to be. foi
the gun has none, but is mounted by <
aplke in the bottom stuck into a wood¬
en support. The interesting feature ol
the old weapon is the breech-load I ng
mechanism. About one-third of th«
circumference of the breech Is cut
away and the opening thus left Is fit¬
ted with a breech block with a handle

on top exactly like a fiatlron. Th«
breech block la hollow and contains
the charge of powder. When It if
allpped Into the breach the nose of th«
hollow block fits snug up against th«
shoulder In the bore of the gun and
the «bole ia held In place by a heavy
metal key.

It Is a crude, but ingenious, affair.
The charge must have been half a
pound or a pound of powder and th«
gun ought to hav« been good for a
high-angle fire of about 200 yarda
Probably the smoke and flam· of the I
piece acared the Inalane worse than I
the projectiles hurt them. And If that!
waa the case, it was a very human«
sort of weapon.
The gun waa cast In Spain In ltfv

and may have been used In som· oí
the last fights against the Mot.a be¬
fore It waa ablpped to th« new world
There la a somewhat similar breech
loader «ven older than the on» at the
navy yard In the museum at Fort Mon¬
roe, and there Is another of Chinee«
make, or rather Korean, In the naval
academy at Annapoil«.
The guna all work on th« same prin¬ciple. Of course. If there were a num¬

ber of extra breech locks they couldbe loaded In advance and fired quit«rapidly.that is to say. rapidly for th«
eg· in which the gun waa used. Itshould be mentioned that the charge
waa fired by a match applied to th«touch-bole In the breech plug. There
probably was an awful flare back of
smoke and gaa from the breech, unleaapacking of aome aort waa uaed. ButIf thia waa uaed.lt waa of some perish¬able material, for there is no trace ofIt about the gun now.
These are not tbe only breech-load¬

ers on record, either, In tbe earlydays. The British museum haa ßbreech-loading gun made about 1SO0that haa a screw breech block. Th«
man who made it did not use an In¬terrupted thread, but otherwise It Is
not very unlike the block· used oa
gun» now. There Is another gun dat¬ing back to the sixteenth century thathaa a breech mechanism almost Ideati-cai in principle with the drop blockof the Hotchklss to-day.

But. perhaps, tbe most remarkable olall Ls tbe fact that there waa a rapidfire gun Invented as early aa 1817. It
waa never developed or generally uaed.but worked with a breech att -hmentnot unlike the chamber of an. old eap-aad-ball revolver. Any number ??chambers could be used and kept load¬ed aa the gun waa being fired. There
waa a crank arrangement for turningthe cylinder and firing the chargea verymuch like the modern (¿atling.

BOTH BODIES FOUND IN BAY

Rich Retired Merchant and an En¬
gineer. Old Friend·, Drown Them¬
selves to Win Money.No Other

Cause for Self-Destruction.
New York..There le under investi¬

gation by th:: Brooklyn police the re¬
markable story of a suicide wager be¬
tween two men «hose bodies were
found in th« lower bay within a few
days of each other, and who disap¬
peared from their homes as if in ac¬
cordance with their grim plan of self-
destruction.
The men are Henry Schwanwedel,

lit years old, a wealthy retired mer¬
chant of Brooklyn, and Adam Hill-
man. 36 years old. a night engineer.
Tney had been intimai .'.-ieuds for
several year*, scarcely a day passing
when Schwanwedel failed to call to
we Hillman.
The engineer lived with hie wife

and une child, and during all his mar¬
ried Ufe was a model father and hut-
band. He was of a quiet disposition.
Sehwanwedel, who owned real estate
in Brooklyn valued at | lived
alone with his sieter. Reglaa Schwan¬
wedel, and had no Intimate friends ex-

Hillman.
Hillman left his borr.· one night re¬

cently at the usual ROUT he started
for work He kissed his wife end
little girl, and started dova the road
whistling He aras never again seen
attivo by his family, an! his body was

Hillman had his gob! watch and
chain, a locket cortalnlng miniatore.*
of his wife and daughter, and 120.

pair had luncheon together Ac¬
quaintances of the two men who sat
at a near-by table Informed the po¬
lice that they overheard the older man
offer to wager $500 that he would be
the first of the two to commit suicide.
Hillman is said to have accepted the

bet. It is believed they placed the
money wagered in the hands of some
Stakeholder.
When the bet had been consummat¬

ed the two men parted, shaking hands
with peculiar fatToff Schwanwed«·!
did not return to his home. At the
time he wore in his shin, front two
nandsome diamond studs. In his
waistcoat there was a fln« gold watch
and chain and a roll of bills.
Schwanwedel's body was waahel

ashore five days after his disappear¬
ance at the foot of Fifty-eighth street.
He was dressed as he was when h»
and Hillman lunched together. None
of his jewels nor money had been dis¬
turbed. There were no marks of vio¬
lence on bis body.
During the three days after Schwan¬

wedel's disappearance and before he
vanished from home Hillman com¬
ported himself at home In his usually
cheerful manner. At his work, how¬
ever, he waa noticed to heve periods
of unusual depression, and often in¬
quired of his fellow-workmen if they
had seen anything of hia friend,
Sehwanwedel.
The police have made inquiries at

tbe homes of the two men. but neither
Mrs. Hillman nor Miss Sehwanwedel
had heard anything of the $500 sui¬
cide wager. In fact, they could not
be brought to believe that two such
usually sensible men could have made
.uch a strange wager. The coinci¬
dences of their disappearance, th?
finding of their bodies in the bay at
practically the same point, would lead
to the belief, nevertheless, that some
.uch agreement had been made by the
men. though neither had any known
cause to end his life.
Schwaiiwedel was wealthy, and bad
